Colorado lepislation, under which ex- 
cellent results hsTe been obtained. 
The highway department is authorised 
to make req ul s lt hm upon the prison 
department for the nnmber of conrietB 
reo'iired. and is to oncanize and main- 
tain til"' ramps as well as supervise 
the road work The prison depart- 
ment. howi'viT, retains control over 
the discipline of the prisoners, and. al- 
though the national committee on 
prisons and prison labor bdioTes bat- 
ter results can be had under the West 
Virginia sysffin. where the prison de- 
partment maintains the camps, both 
the convicts and thi- stalf of Call- 
tomia will assuredly beneHt under the 
new legislation. 

The men are to be worked under the 
honor system, and the prison depart- 
ment is cmpowerf-d to prant additional 
good time allowance to convicts em- 
ployed in this work, conditioned upon 
their loyal, obedient and efficient co- 
operation with the state. 

Ta bring ahoot tha earlier comple- 
tion of tbe state hlgliways whidi will 
make the isolated regions accessible, 
the bill went into effect ninety days 
after tha adjoammaat of tha legis- 
lature. 

Reporting the successful passage of 
the act to the nattonal committee on 
priaoaa aad priaoa labor, Mr. Stem 
writes: "We expect to asa from 
1,000 to 1,600 eonvleU on our ssoun-

links in the potttical plans of the rival 
parties. 

Some of the big legislative prob- 
lems to be wrestled with are: Na- 
tional defense, embargo on ahlpments 
of monitionB. government ownership 
o" merchant marine, tariff, rural cred- 
its, Philippine independence, the 
man's law and oBotts to amend 
repeal It, child labor appropriations 
in general, cloture in the .Senate, wo- 
man suffrage. proUbitloa aad treaties. 

The Demoerats will prcas these 
pcrfnts: The snccess of President Wil- 
son's foreign policy in dealing with 
Germany aad other European ooon- 
Ules: the settlement of the Mexican 
situation- the averting of financial dis- 
aster because of the European war; 
the return of general proaperity 
throughout the cotmtry 
ship with all peoples. 

The Republican minority will begin 
their attack on the administration dur- 
ing this Congress, in preparation for 
the coming campaign.
